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Body found in wooded dar 
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Natural causes determined 
in Elba man’s untimely death 


The search for a missing Elba 
man ended last ‘Wednesday, 
March 17, when his body was 
discovered in a wooded area 

The family of Charlie Jeff 
Johnson, age 39, of Elba, report- 
ed him missing Tuesday, March 
16. At that time, no one had spo- 
ken to or seen him since Friday, 
March 12. 

Johnson’s body was discoy- 
ered early Wednesday afternoon 
in the wooded area’ across the 
street from his father’s home on 
Taylor Mill Road. 

Actording to Elba Police 
Chief R.W. Whitworth, a joint 


investigation between the Elba 


Police Department, Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney's Office, the Coffee 


County Coroner's Office and 
the Alabama Department of 
Forensic: Sciences began imme- 
diately after Johnson was found. 

The Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences conducted the 
post mortem examination which 


‘revealed Johnson died of natural 


causes. 
Funeral services for Mr. 
Johnson were held Monday. 


March 22, from the Chapel of 
Hayes Funeral Home. 


Commission rejects motions 
regarding County Road 517

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting, the Coffee County 
Commission -again found itself 
Monday, March 22, facing ques- 
tions regarding the paving of 
County Road 517. 

Faye « Griswold, a New 
Brockton bus driver, addressed 
commissioners, and she*said in 
the 31 years she has been a bus 
driver this road has always been 
a hazard. 

“It’s a one-way road, and it’s 
difficult to meet vehicles,” she 
said. “T’ve also gotten stuck 
countless times.” . 

In regards to getting stuck, 
Griswold said she is not allowed 
to leave the younger students 
unattended unless their is an 
older student on the bus to make 
responsible, therefore, she said 
there have béen times when she 
was forced to make the younger 
students walk. with her in .the 
mud to find assistance. 

Griswold said the road is very 
slippery . when wet, and it is 
scary when the back of thé bus 
starts sliding whether there are 
children on the bus or she 1s 
alone. 

“| would like to see it (the 
road) paved,” she said. 

County engineer Randy 
Tindel] was asked to respond to 
Griswold’s remarks, and he said 
the county's policy, with “the 
county school system is that bus 
drivers report road problems to 
their transportation supervisor, 
and he reports to Tindell. 

Following the March 8 com- 
mission meeting, Tindell said he 
contacted the school system’s 
transportation supervisor, ‘and 
he did not relate a problem to 
the road. 

“We (Tindell, Griswold and 
the transportation supervisor) 
need to sit down and talk,” he 
said, 


In regards to being slippery 


when wet, Tindell sard-the-only — 


thing to do would be put more 
rocks on the road, but there were 
complaints at the last commis- 
sion meeting regarding too 
many rocks on the road already. 

County Road 517 has been 
approv ed for paving by the com- 
mission; however, there has 
been ongoing trouble - getting 
right-of-way deeds from all 
landowners. As of Monday’s 
meeting, only two landowners 
had not signed right-of-way 
deeds - one in Commissioner 
Robert Stephens’ district and - 
one in Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks’ district. 

Following Tindell’s remarks, 
Stephens offered a motion to 
pay the landowner in his district 
$1,200 for her right-of-way. 

“This is something I've never 
done but am willing to do to get 
the road paved,” he said. 

Brooks offered.a second to the 
motion then asked.to amend it 
by adding that the landowner in 
his district be paid the total cost 
per acre for the right-of-way as 
it was surveyed and analyzed. 

Brooks. said this landowner 
agreed to $4,000 per acre, and 
the parcel of land is eight tenths 
of an acre. 

The parcel of land for 
Stephens’ landowner is 35 one- 
hundreths of an acre. 

Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook asked if this equates 
to both landowners. being paid 
the same amount per acre, and 
the answer was no. She said she 
feels both should be paid the 
same amount per acre. 

Stephens supplied the: second 
for the amendment offered by 
Brooks; however, he expressed 
some reservations. 

The amendment failed to pass

Dear Editor: 

While it is unfortunate that we 
must submit the following letter 
to your readers, we believe it to 
be necessary. Last week your 
paper contained a letter submit- 
ted by someone. using the pseu- 
donym “Evelyn C. Bartowe,” 
who felt it necessary to express 
her (or his) ‘opinions regarding 
the alleged mishandling of the 
Miss Elba Pageants held on 
March 6th. Since we are blessed 
to live in a country which guar- 
antees us freedom of speech and 
freedom. of the press, we respect 
“Ms. Bartowe's” right to offer 
that opinion for public consider- 
ation. . However, since no 
atlempt was made to, check the 
validity of _ the . allegations 
against the New Seasons Study 
Club, we believe that to allow 
those ‘ullegations to go unan- 
swered could be misconstrued 
as guilt 

The. New Seasons Study Club 
Was approached. by the City of 
Elba and asked to consider 
sponsoring the pageants a “little 
over three years ago. The mem- 
bers voted to accept the respon- 
sibility and to use it as a money- 
making project to support the 
fostér children we already sup- 
port, Since many girls had been 
previously unable to compete in 
the pageants for financial rea- 
sons, the. club made séveral 


changes in order, to cut the costs . 


of participating. Asia result. 
more girls have been able to 
enter the pageant during the. last 
three years. than-in previous 
years. Additionally, the club 
decided that since the Miss Elba 
and the Little Miss Elba winners 
are expected to compete in the 


Peanut Festival Pageants (which. 


are preliminary for the Miss 


Alabama pageants), we would | 


adopt the same-set of rules that 
govern the Peanut Festival 
Pageants. in short, ‘every 
attempt has been made by. the 


club to assure that the Miss Elba’ 


Pageants are reputable, profes- 
sional, and impartial’ to every- 


‘one, even those who cannot 
- afford to pay huge entry fees. 


“Ms. Bartowe” made the sug- 
gestion that since some club 
members actual)y had children 
in ‘the pageant, the. club should 
contract out the pageant, rather 
than conduct it ourselves. 
Firstly, each study club member 
with a daughter in the pageant 
avoided any. involvement with 
the planning and direction of the 
pageant, so as to avoid sugpes- 
tions of impropriety. At: least 
one study club member’s child 
Jost to a non-club. member's 
child. This: should; at least par- 
nally, negate the suggestion of 
“rigging” the pageant. Secondly, 
the cost of contracting the pag- 
éant would have to be passed on 
to the contestants: While some 
parents might be - financially 
able to pay a large entry fee for 
their-child to compete and $10- 
$15 ‘per person for every family 
memiber or ffiend who: wishes to 
come and watch; such expenses 


‘ would definitely eliminate many 
_ young Jadiés from: participating: 


In ‘such @ sceénario,; the New 
Seasons Study Club would then 
have lo answer accusations of 
presenung an énlist pageant that 
only the well-to-do would have 
a chance of winning, And then, 
of course, allegations could be 
made that since the study club 
Was writing the check to .the 
Organization managing the pag- 
cant, we could potentially dic- 
late to them who the winners 
should be. The ‘potential for 
unfounded accusations is end- 
less and limited only by the 
imagination of the accuser. , 
Some of the many accusdtions 
in “Ms... Bartowe's” letter 
included allegations of the club 
proclaiming “their own set of 
competition rules” and having 
“hand-picked” pageant judges 
As stated previously ib this ‘let- 
ler, the pageant competition 
rules were dictated by both the 
Peanut Festival and: the Miss 
Alabama competition rules in 
order for Elba’s queens to be 
competiuve in the Peanut pag- 
eant. The judges were contacted 
from a list of Alabama certified 
Pageant judges. As many as 20 
to 30 judges on thal list were 
contacted in order to find three 
judges who lived far enough 
#Way 50 as to have no connec- 
on with apy Elbe Contestants 
or club members and who were 
also available on the pageant 
date. No one in the New 


, Seasons Study Club had even 
met any of the judges until the’ 


day of the pageant. Additionally, 
any judge caught “rigging” a 
pageant would lose his or her 
certification.

Jeremiah 18 1-6 

[ would like to begin by telling you a little about Jeremiah. Jeremiah 
had a life that few of us would not wish for. He experienced a lot of 
rejection. He spent most of his whole life and certainly all of his 
adult life grieving for the mistake of his fellow citizens. He was a 
prophet who didn’t get a lot of glory, Jeremiah preached mostly in 
Judah, the southern Kingdom of Israel, like all of Israel, these peo- 
ple had drifted further from God's way of doing things. At first 
Jeremiah'’s prophecies were warnings ‘uch as, you know ‘what 
always happens when we don't follow God. We get weaker and 
weaker until some other country takes over, It’s about to happen 


again, Later in his ministry his prophecies resembled something 


more like, well, you've: made ‘your bed now, and you need to get 
ready to lie in it. Still later he gave up on.trying to amend the cur- 
rent situation and instead began.to prophesy about the long-term sal 
vation that was ahead of them. His message was we'have, wasted 
this time as a nation. But there is always hope because God prom 
ised a Messiah who will make 4 way out of no way. 

We see here in the text that Jeremiah is sent to the Potters House: 
Where he observed-a Potter molding a vessel] out of clay. Because 
the vessel was not suitable for what’ the potter intended, he had to 
remold it into something other than what he had first designed. He 
went to the potter house not to preach a sermon, but to prepare one 
There he received a message to be delivered to the people. So the 
prophet was always obedient to Gods voice. So he watched the pot- 
ter turn the wheel and shape the clay over and over again, while 
Jeremiah had this idea fresh in his mind he would be ready to appre- 
hend the truth which God designed for him. Then he could present 
it-to the people. In this chapter we have a general Declaration of 
Gods way in dealing with nations and kingdoms., that he can easily 
do what he wants with them,.as easy as the potter can with the clay 
Now let us look and see what Jeremiah receives and entrusted to 
deliver, while he looks carefully upon the potters work. there are 
four things he learns. 

First, God has the authority and ability. Second, our submission to 
God as the one who molds both our character and our service to him 


determines to a large extent what he can do with us. Third, a lack of 


fervent commitment to God can frustrate his original purpose for us 
Fourth, God remains free to change his intention for our lives. If he 
has planned goodness and blessing for us and if, wé rebel against 


him. He may shape us into a vessel for destruction on the other: 


hand, if we repent he will shape us into a vessel of honor and bless 
ing. 

One thing about God; he cannot work on us until we learn to listen 
to him and allow him to lead us. So I encourage you today: let God 
be the Potter of‘your life. Let him Hold and nae you into oat he 
wants you to be.

Ue .time and the right cleaning 
equipment and supplies. It is best 
to clean a rifle from the breech 
end if the action permits, especial- 
ly if fouling has accumulated in 
the bore. Some rifles’ such as 
pumps and autoloaders must be 
cleaned from the muzzle. Always 
use a rod guide on these rifles to 
protect the barrél crown from 
being damaged by the cleaning 
rod. I have heard several compet- 
itive shooters say just as many 
rifle bores are damaged by 
improper cleaning as are by being 
shot out through extensive use. 

A good cleaning rod will help 
prevent damage during cleaning. 
One piece steel or coated rods are 
usually preferred by experienced 
riflemen. Cheap cleaning rods 
that are used without bore guides

can pick up fouling and powder 
residue that adheres to the rod 
and actually acts as‘an abrasive 
to the bore as it is passed 
through. If aluminum rods are 
used, be sure to wipe them down 
with a clean patch after each pass 
through the bore. 

Always check a firearm. to 
make sure it is unloaded before 
attempting to clean it. Hunter 
Safety instructors remind us of 
this simple precaution every 
year, but every year several: peo- 
ple are killed cleaning what ‘they 
thought was an _ unloaded 
firearm. After insuring the rifle is 
unloaded, begin by making sev- 
eral passes through the bore with 
a patch containing a good gener- 
al purpose bore solvent. Replace 
the dirty patch with a clean sol- 
vent soaked patch after each pass 
through the bore. If fouling is 
severe, let the solvent soak in for 
several minutes. Next, use. a 
quality bronze bore brush to 
scrub the bore. Make several 
passes with the bore brush then 
make a ‘pass with a solvent 
soaked patch. Keep running 
clean patches through the bore 
until the patches‘come out clean. 
Copper solvent should be used if 
copper fouling is present. Apply 
it to a patch following the manu- 
factures recommendations and 
scrub the bore thoroughly. Let 
the copper solvent sit briefly in 


the bore and scrub the bore’ 
‘ again. Repeat this process until 


the patch comes out white. Any 
discoloration that looks blue- 


green means: there is still copper © 


fouling present, and more clean- 
ing is needed! 

Think back to the end of deer 
season. If you are “not ‘sure“you 
cleaned your rifle, now may be a 
good time to check it. You don’t 
want a malfunctioning rifle when 
“Big Boy” steps out next season.

Saint Patrick’s Day or St. 
Patrick's Day, holiday honoring 
Saint\Patrick, the patron saint of 
Ireland. It is celebrated annually 


. on March 17, his feast day. Saint 


Patrick was a missionary in the 
5th century AD who is credited 
with converting . lreland to 
Christianity. St. Patrick’s Day is 
a national holiday in Ireland. It is 
also celebrated by people of 
Irish descent in many other 
countries, especially by Irish 
Americans in the United States. 
One popular St. Patrick's Day 
tradition is wearing green cloth- 
ing: Green, the national color of 
Ireland, symbolizes the island's 
lush landscape. The main sym- 
bol associated with the holiday 
is the Shamrock, a small three- 
leafed clover or - clover-like 
plant. According to legend, St. 
Patrick. used the shamrock® 
because of its three leaves, to 
explain the Christian doctrine of © 
the Trinity to the Irish people. 
The shamrock is now the nation- 
al emblem of Ireland. 
Celebrating St. Patrick’s Day 
has been a tradition in the United 
States since 1737, when the 
Charitable Irish . Society of 
Boston organized’ the first St. 
Patrick's Day parade. New York 
City’s parade began in’ 1762. St. 
Patrick's Day was even 
acknowledged by General 
George Washington during the 
American Revolution. In 1780, 
during the Continental Army's 
bitler Winter encampment in 
Morristown, New — Jersey, 
Washington permitted his 
troops, many of whom were of 
Irish descent, a holiday on 
March 17.
